LONDON, June 6—Thousands of Allied bombing planes softened up the 
defences of Western Europe for the Anglo-American invasion armies last night 


and early today, dropping more than 11,200 tons of high explosives down on the 


Nazi coastal fortifications in eight and one-half hours of furious attack. 
The roar of the bursting bombs + 


and the attacking fighter planes 
rolled back across the narrow 
Straits of Dover incessantly from 
mdniight until 8 a.m. as some 7,500 
Allied planes hammered at the 
network of enemy gun’ emplace- 
ments studding the channel coast. 

By mid-morning, the Allied air 
fleets had swept the skies clear of 
Nazi planes, and fighters were rac- 
ing as far as 75 miles inland without 
drawing a challenge from the bat- 
tered Luftwaffe. 


SKY-FILLING PARADE 

A sky-filling parade of R.A.F. 
bomber command heavies, 1,300 
strong, opened the mighty assault 
at 11:30 p.m., thundering out in 
continuous Waves until daybreak. 
The blackwinged raiders struck in 


10 separate formations of 100 or| 
more planes each, and spewed well) 


over 5,000 tons of high explosives 
across the Nazi coastal forts. 

At dewn 1,000 American Flying 
Fortresses and Liberators took up 
the attack, sweeping out over the 
heads of the thousands of Allied 
assault troops moving onto the 
French coast, 

Wave upon wave of American and 
Allied medium bombers, fighter 
bombers followed the heavies ac- 
cross, bombing and machine gun- 
ning the shores and communications 
behind the battle area.

1943 Canadian banks added a total of $10,300,000 to their 
general contingency or inner reserves, Finance Minister Ilsley 
| told the House of Commons banking committee today. This, 
| he said, was one half of one per cent of the increases in their 


assets. 

In a long prepared statement 
the minister declined to disclose 
the actual amount of the inner 
reserves of each tank or the 
amount held by all banks toge- 
ther.

War correspondents in Moscow 
were the first to bréak the news, 
and they were quickly surround- 
ed by cheering crowds who rush- 
to shake their hands and offer 
congratulations. 

Radio Moscow's chief announc- 
er, who customarily reads only 
Premier Stalin's orders of the 
day, broadcasted, Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's special communique 
announcing the landing. He read 
the bulletin in a solemn and tri- 
umphant tone rivalling his best 
performance for the Red Army's 
biggest victory announcements,

at the Teheran conference.

VANCOUVER, June 6.—(CP)— 
The tenth annual convention of 
the Dominion Canadian Legion 
today urged the Canadian gov- 
ernment to send overseas im- 
mediately all “fit and trained 
men of the gCanadian Army in 
Canada.” r 
The request was made in a spe- 

cial invasion message to Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King prepared 
by Legion president Alex Walker 
after delegates approved a resolu- 
tion declaring “Canada must not 
let her fighting men down.” 

The message read in part: “As 
ranks of our Canadian regiments 
are being thinned by enemy bullets, 
it is our sacred duty to make sure 
that completely adequate reinforce- 
ments are ready to fill the places 
of our dead and wounded. 

“Therefore, we .. . who fought 
the self-same enemy in the First 
Great War implore you and the 
Government of Canada to carry 
out the wishes of the Canadian 
people as expressed in the plebis- 
cite of 1940 and forthwith arrange 
to send overseas all fit and trained 
men of the Canadian army in Can- 
ada.” 


VANCOUVER, June 6—(CP)— 
“Canadians now are fighting in 
the van of the army in Italy and 
the invasion beaches,” Maj.-Gen. 
G. R. Pearkes, V.C., general of- 
ficer commanding, Pacific com- 
mand, said today on being noti- 
fied of Allied landings in France. 
“We may feel confident that they 

now are taking a leading part in 
the successful attack on the 
beaches,” he added. 

“It is for those still training in 
Canada to ensure that the impetus 
of the attack can be maintained 

. at this awful though inspiring 
moment I appeal to all soldiers in 
the Pacific command who have not 
already done so, to go active, 

“All of us can help with our 
prayers to Almighty God and 1 
urge all my troops to make full 
use of their opportunity to do so.”

“SALADA 
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King Foresees 
Every Reason 
For Confidence 


OTTAWA, June 6—(CP)— 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
said in a broadcast to Canadians 
early today that there was “every 
reason for confidence” in the final 
Outcome of the Allied invasion 
of Europe, but warned that the 
fighting would be “heavy, bitter 
and costly,” with some “local re- 
verses.” 

Mr, King said Canadians would 
be proud to learn that Canadian 
troops were supported by the Royal 
Canadian Navy and the R.C.A.F. in 
what he described as the “opening 
of the decisive phase” of the war. 

The broadcast was similar to a 
statement Mr. King had issued 
earlier to the press. 


CANADIANS PROUD 

Text of the broadcast follows: 

At half past three o'clock this 
morning the government received 
official word that the invasion of 
Western Europe had begun. Word 
was also received that Canadian 
troops were among the Allied forces 
who landed this morning an the 
northern coast of France. 

Canada will be proud to learn 
that our troops are being sup- 
ported by units of the Royal Can- 
adian Navy and the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force. 

The great landing in western 
Europe is the opening of what we 
hope and believe will be the deci- 

sive phase of the war against Ger- 
many. The fighting is certain to 
be heavy, bitter and costly. We 
must not expect early results. We 
should be prepared for local re- 
verses as well as successes. 

No one can say how long this 
phase of the war may last, but we 
have every,reason for confidence 
in the final outcome, 


GEN. CRERAR’S WORDS 

I cannot better express to the 
people of Canada the government's 
feelings at this moment than by 
giving to you the words of Gen. 
Crerar, the. Canadian Army com- 
mander, as conveyed to the Cana- 
dian assault forces on the eve of 
their embarkation: . 

“| have,” said Gen. Crerar, 

“complete confidence in our abil- 
ity to meet the tasks which lie - 
ahead. We are excellently trained 
and equipped. The quality of both 
the senior and junior leadership 
is of the highest, As Canadians, 
we inherit military characteristics 
which were feared by the enemy 
in the last Great War. They will 
be still more feared before this 
war terminates.” 

I should like to add this word: | 
Let the hearts of all, in Canada to- 
day, be filled with silent prayer for 
the success of our own and Allied 
forces, and for the early liberation | 
of the people of Europe.

Three hours after the Allied in- 
vasion started, fighter pilots 
brought back reports that the 
situation on the beach seemed

Barber Forfeits 
Right of Divorce 


Because of Delay 
CALGARY, June 6, — (CP) — 
Judgment of Mr. Justice C. C, Me- 
Laurin, denying Edmund Ralph 
Shaw, Calgary barber, the right to 
divorce his wife, Sarah Jane Shaw 
of Vancouver, because he waited 
too long to start action, was upheld 
in a majority judgment of the Al- 
berta appeal court handed down 
yesterday. 

Four of the appeal court judges 
upheld the original judgment while 
Mr. Justice H. W. Lunney dis- 
sented, Chief Justice Horace Har- 
vey wrote the majority judgment, 
concurred in by Mr. Justices W, 
A. Macdonald and W. R. Howson, 
while Mr, Justice “rank Ford wrote 
a seperate judgement in support of 
the majority. 

Evidence given at the original di- | 
vorce hearing indicated that the 
Shaws had separated in 1926 but 
that divorce proceedings had been 
instituted only recently after 17 
years had passed. The long delay, 
Mr. Justice McLaurin ruled, 
amounted to acquiescence on the 
part of Mr, Shaw, who, he said, had 
established no adequate excuse for 
the delay. y

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Liberation Day 


Back to the shores of Normandy, from 
whence poured their forebears more than 
a thousand years ago, gigantic forces of 
Canadians, British and Americans moved 
in the early hours of this morning to bring 
liberty again to the tormented peoples of 
Europe. 

At this hour it is impossible to deter- 
mine or even hazard a guess at the full 
extent and power of the expedition. There 
is a vivid picture, however, given of the 
English Channel black with ships, more 
than four thousand of them, of a sky alive 

‘with planes, of beachheads well-established 
on Hitler’s European Fortress Europe. 

It seems to be admitted, beyond ques- 
tion that certain landings have been 
effected behind the Atlantic Wall of the 
Nazis. If this position can be maintained, 
there is a possibility that this boasted 
defence line may not prove such an im- 
pregnable barrier as many have believed. 

There is one report, too, that resistance 
is not so intense as had been expected. 

Nevertheless, these casual reports 
should not be permitted to arouse hopes 
that the invasion will not be an arduous 
and terrible business. 

Certainly the people of the Allied Na- 
tions are not being kept in ignorance of 
the progress that is being made. The per- 
fection of arrangements to get quick and 
complete news coverage to the public is 
obvious. There is no doubt about the excel- 
lence of the service. 

This is, of course, a day of deepest 
anxiety to millions of mothers and fathers 
and wives and children. They know, as 
everyone knows, that their loved ones have 
launched upon the greatest adventure in 
freedom in the history of the human race. 

There is this, however, to be said; that 
this vast undertaking could not have begun 
under more favorable auspices, with great- 
er advantages or under more experienced 
and capable leaders, All the odds are on 
the side of the men fighting in our forces. 

There is the further fact, certainly not 
a small one, that our men are fighting in 
the cause of justice and truth and honor 
and that all the forces of good are marching 


at their side.

Discrimination? 


Once again the cry of discrimination 
rises from French Canada. This time it is 
the voice of Jean-Francois Pouliot which 
declares it is “something unbelievable” the 
way “bilingual people” are crowded out of 
the better jobs in Canada. 

It is to be presumed that when Mr. 
Pouliot speaks of “bilingual people” he 
means French-speaking people. For it is 
one of the prevailing idiosyncracies of 
nationalists to think of bilingualism, not 
as the use of two languages, but as the use 
of the French language. 

Mr. Pouliot, then, is concerned over the 
alleged failure of French-speaking Cana- 
dians to hold some of the more highly paid 
positions in this country. He and his fellow 
nationalists should be concerned over this 
matter because it is true that, except in 
the government services, Quebec-educated 
persons do fail to qualify for important 


ts, 

But Mr. Pouliot and his friends should 
not content themselves with the rabid cry 
of discrimination. For it is not discrimina- 
tion that disqualifies the young men of 
Quebec for the best jobs. It is simply the 
outmoded system of Quebec education 
which fits young people, not for life under 
modern conditions, but for life as it was 
three or four centuries ago. 

Premier Godbout of Quebec is one 
French-Canadian who realizes this failure 
of the Quebec educational system, and he 
is doing his best to so amend that system 
that young Quebecois will be trained to 
make their way in a modern world. 

These itinerant foolish cries of dis- 
crimination merely cloud the issue and tie 
his hands, 


Beyond the Tiber 


Whatever advantages the enemy held 
by occupying Rome have passed to the 
Allies. Militarily the place seems to have 
been valued chiefly because it is the point 
where railways and highways converge and 
thus provided a supply base for the Hifler 
and Gustav lines ‘to the south. When these 
lines were lost the city was not considered 
to be defensible or worth fighting for. 

If occupying the capital gave the Nazis 
any political leverage on Italian sympathy, 
the Allies stand to gain even more from 
having captured it. Now that they are in 
possession, King Victor Emmanuel is due to 
step aside and transfer his authority to 
Crown Prince Humbert. That will at least 
break the tradition that Fascism had the 
Royal sanction and approval. Any followers 
of Mussolini who felt bound to support the 
party on that account are now free of the 
obligation, 

Rome is now just a way Station on the 
road north. Allied forces poured into and 
through the city on the heels of the re- 
treating enemy. This may in part account 
for the relatively small amount of shooting, 
looting and destruction with which the 
Nazis seem to have signalized their depar- 
ture. They were too busy moving to repeat 
the slaughter and demolition at Naples, if 
they were minded to do &o. 

The expectation appears to be that the 
capture of Rome haa decided the fate of 
the whole northern half of the peninsula, 
and that Kesselring will not attempt to 
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make another stand short of his prepared 
fortifications along the Po river. If the 
rout is as complete as it seems to be, his 
immediate problem is to outfoot the pur- 
suing Fifth and Eighth armies and save the 
dozen or so divisions he has left, 

That the pursuers will give him no 
leisure to set up a new delaying position, 
or to conduct an orderly retreat, is a mat- 
ter of course. Allied bombers and fighters 
were pounding his troop convoys, equip- 
ment trains, highways and railways far 
beyond the city while the ground forces 
were moving in. With clouds of planes 
overhead and mechanized columns harras- 
Sing the rear, the Marshal will be lucky 
if half his remaining divisions ever reach 
the Po. 

The capture of Rome is only an in- 
cident. The object of the campaign was 
to destroy the Nazi army in Italy. It is 
not impossible that this may be done before 
the present week is out. 


When to Switch 


Washington has black-listed 84 Finnish 
business firms, in an attempt to induce the 
Finns to make terms with Russia, The 
justification for doing so is that while 
Finland continues to fight for Hitler it is 
tieing up Russian troops and equipment 
which could be thrown into the battle 
somewhere else. 

This is in line with the black-listing 
of Swedish firms which have been supply- 
ing the Nazis with ball-bearings and other 
war materials, 

Immediate results may not be gained 
by putting on the pressure in Finland, 
as they have not been gained by similar 
action toward Sweden, But neither of 
these countries can afford to forget that 
it will want to do business abroad when 
Hitler is no more; and neither at Stockholm 
nor at Helsinki can there be serious doubt 
that his days of blood, plunder and intim- 
dation are numbered. 

Finland is garrisoned by Nazi troops, 
and Sweden all but surrounded by them. 
Immediate danger of reprisals may keep 
both countries from inciting the wrath of 
the Fuehrer, But that both will take the 
opportunity to cease helping him when that 
can be done with somewhat less risk is 
probable. Whether they dare make the 
break in time to earn a lifting of the black- 
lists against their post-war trade is what 
their governments have to think about.

These three events are revelatory 
of what is going on in the minds 
of the leadership of American labor.

Long 
before Mr. Thomas issued the warn- 
ing, it was made by high officials of 
the armed forces. 

Mr. Bridges goes farther. The 
soldiers coming back will be un- 
organized. So, if there is a strike 
situation after the war, these sol-| 
diers can be played against the} 
unions, and Bridges is concerned | 
with the maintenance of the union} 
structure, and therefore seeks al 
working agreement with manage- 
ment, so that management will not 
play this labor reserve against the | 
employed workers.

The statement that Rome is 
more sacred than many other 


places is quite erroneous. 

It is true that S. Peter taught 
for many years in Itome, But there 
is no evidence to show that S. 
Peter was the first "Bishop of 
Rome” or, indeed, that there were 
any bishops at all in S, Peter's 
day. 

There is even less evidence to 
show that S. Peter was regarded as 
the senior apostle by early Chris- 
tians. Undoubtedly he had a much 
smaller following that either S, 
Paul in Greece or Asia Minor or S, 
James in Jerusalem. 

So far as the Catholic conception 
of Christianity is concerned, the 
revelations of catholicity came 
through S. Paul, and S. Peter at 
one time, actually opposed it. 

Rome did nothing for either §S, 
Peter or S. Paul except to de- 
capitate the latter and cruelly cru- 
cify the latter on an inverted cross, 

It is true that there are very 
secred spots in Rome. The tombs 
of S. Peter and S. Paul, the one 
in the Vatican, the other outside the 
walls of the ancient city, are un. 
doubtedly objects of devout vener- 
ation for the entire Christian world, 
But other spots are quite as sacred; 
the market place in Russia where S, 
Andrew was martyred; the island 
oi Patmos where S. John wrote the 
Revelations: the placé on the 
Damascus road where S, Paul had 
his vision. 

And how can any of these com- 
pare in point of sanctity, with the 
Holy Land where the Divine Drama 
of Christendom was played out? 
What more sacred soil can there be 
than this? 

And yet, who has raised his voice 
to protest against the desecration 
of Jerusalem? Who troubles to 
claim Bethlehem as an “eternal vil- 
lage”? Who has pronounced the Sea 
of Galilee immortal? 

The legend of Rome as an 
“eternal city” has no basis in either 
historical fact or religious implica- 
tion.

The Germans have 
retreated thousands of miles, all 
the way from the gates of Cairo, 
through Libya and Tunisia and 
Sicily and southern Italy. 

“They have suffered heavy losses, 
but not great enough yet to cause 
collapse.” 

In Italy, the President said, the 
people had lived so long “under 
the corrupt rule of Mussolini that, 
in spite of the tinsel at the top, 
their economic condition had 
grown steadily worse. Our troops 
have found starvation, malnutri- | 
tion, disease, a deteriorating edu- 
cation and lowered public health 
—all by-products of the Fascist 
misrule. 

“The task of the Allies in occupa- 
tion has been stupendous,” he con-/ 
tinued. “We have had to start at 
the very bottom, assisting local gov- 
ernments to reform on democratic 
lines.” 

“We have had to give them bread 
to replace that which was stolen out 
of their mouths by the Germans. 
We have had to make it possible 
for the Italians to raise and use 
their own local crops. We have to 
help them cleanse their schools of | 
Fascist trappings.” 

“FORM OF RELIEF” 

Some people, he said, may think | 
of the financial cost of liberating 
Italy, but he termed it a “form of 
relief.”

Contributory Pensions Plan 
Under Federal Jurisdiction 
Awaits Action by Provinces 


By D’ARCY O'DONNELL 
OTTAWA, June 6—(CP)—Finance Minister Isley said 


yesterday in the Commons a 


plan may not be instituted in Canada until the provinces 
agree to transfer their jurisdiction in the pension field to 


the dominion government. 


Mr. Ilsley said the present sys- 
tem of old age pensions was un- 
satisfactory because of the divi- 
sion of responsibility among the 
Dominion and the provinces, but 
he hoped it would soon be pos- 
sible to have the system under 
one jurisdiction. 

“I have never disguised the fact 
that I consider the present system 
unsatisfactory,” Mr. Iisley said dur- 
ing resumed debate on a $16,000,000 
item in his war appropriations 
estimates providing a supplement 
for pensions to the aged and the 
blind. 


ONE JURISDICTION 

“I have been saying for the past 
year or two now that I hoped we 
would soon have a satisfactory sys- 
tem under one jurisdiction where 
the pensions would be more gen- 
erous and where they will be pay- 
able at an earlier age.” 


He said he felt a contributory 
pensions scheme entirely under 
Dominion administration would 
provide the solution to present 
problems. ’ 
However, the British North Ame- 

rica Act would have to be amended 
before the federal government 
could take over full control of the 
pensions system. It was not known 
whether all the provinces would 
agree to the transfer of jurisdiction. 
Nor was it known whether the peo- 
ple of Canada would accept a con-| 
tributory pensions scheme. 


NEED TIME FOR CHANGE 

Mr. Ilsley said that if the federal | 
government did obtain permission | 
to take over the administration of 
pensions it would take a little time 
before the present system could be 
abolished completely, 

Present pensioners and persons 
close to the pensionable age 
would not be covered by the con- 
tributory scheme and would have 
to be covered by the existing non- 
contributory plan. 

If the transfer of jurisdiction was 
made the handling of pensions 
would be placed under the depart- 
ment of social welfare which the 
;government proposes to establish. 
The pensions were handled by the 
finance department at present be- 
cause the federal government was 
merely a contributor to a scheme 
administered by the nine provinces. 
TO BE DISCUSSED 

The jurisdiction transfer would 
be discussed at the forthcoming | 
dominion-provincial conference for 
jwhich no date has yet been set. | 
|The transfer would free the prov- 
| inces of all costs and all administra- 
tive details. However, the provinces 
might be asked to agree to a divi- 
sion of revenue fields, because the 
federal government would have to 
| find money to carry out its pension | 
plans.

Acreage Bonus 


The number of farmers who 
have not received their 1943 wheat 
acreage reduction bonuses amount 
to only 732; those who have al- 
ready received their bonus, num- 
ber 58,358, to whom e total of 
$8,611,315 has been paid, accord- 
ing to W. C. Barrie, superintend- 
ent of the Prairie Farm Assistance 
activities for Alberta. 

‘There are however, 5,500 farmers 
who have not received their bonus 
for grass and rye acreage. They 
will be paid as quickly as the 
claims can be computed,” he said. 
There are about 9,052 farmers who 
received awards for prairie farm 
assistance, amounting to $2,332,788 
in 1943.” 

The one per cent levy collected 
from all grain marketed by farm- 
ers for prairie farm assistance dur- 
ing 1939 to 1943 amounted, in Al- 
berta, to about $2,734,244. The dis- 
bursements for the same period 
amounted to about $7,703,743. 

Receipts from the levy for the 
three prairie provinces and the 
Peace River and Creston areas in 
British Columbia amounted to $9,- 
365,047.76 while the disbursements 
amounted to $38,809,528.51.

Now Face Two 
Ways of Life 


The choice between two ways 
of life, each opposite to the other, 


now confronts people of Canada 
and the world, Hon, A. J. Hooke, 
provincial secretary, declared in 
an address Monday night in the 
Social Credit Hall, 9974 Jasper, 
avenue, 

“The choice is between one way 
believing in the centralization of 
power in the hands of a few and 
the thwarting of democracy, and 
the other way believing in mone- 
tary reform as the way in which 
it is possible to have economic 
security without giving up any per- 
sonal freedom,” Mr. Hooke said. 


NOW BEFORE PEOPLE 


“These two choices are before us 
now. One way may be called soc- 
jalism and the other true democ- 
nacy. You and I have to make the 
decision as to which way we will 
go.” 

The speaker's topic was ,“Where 
Do We Go From Here?” an address 
in the series being given under aus- 
pices of Edmonton Social Credif 
Constituency Association. David 
Duncan, association president, was | 
chairman of the meeting. 

Referring to the socialist pro- 
gram, Mr. Hooke said socialists 
will keep inventions off the mar- 
ket if they put men out of work. 
“Champions of the working man 
is right—they will certainly see 
he gets work.” 

The Social Credit way of life says 
that instead of work, what we want 
is more leisure, the speaker went 
on. “Social Credit says, ‘produce 
more goods by machinery if pos- 
sible, and give man more leisure, 
more time to expand individual- 
ities’, 2 

Earlier in his address, Mr. Hooke 
went back to the period of the First 
Great War. 

The League of Nations had been 
formed, people were told at the 
time, as a means to end war. How- 
ever, there was something else be- 
hind the League. It was the first 
attempt to set up an international 
government under the control of in- 
ternational finance. 


LEAGUE FAILURE 

“The League of Nations failed. It 
didn’t get as far as we believed it 
would.” 

International finance insists on4 
having control of all governments 
if possible. It wants control of 
money, armies, navies, air forces, 

and police administrations, said 
the speaker. 

“The last war tended to build 
up a tremendous debt structure. 
It built it up to the point where 
governments had to bend the 
knee to international finance.” 

Using figures to illustrate this 
point, Mr. Hooke said that before 
the Great War, Britain's national 
debt was $3,700,000,000. By 1919, the 
figure had reached $37,175,000,000. 
Between 1919 and 1936, Britain paid 
back $44,230,000,000—and still owed 
$2,000,000,000 more than when it had 
started to pay the debt off. 

Canada’s debt before the Great 
War was $544,,000,000, and after- 
wards, $2,768,000,000—"A tremend- 
ous mortgage to hang around the 
necks of the Canadian people.” Can- 
ada by 1936 had paid off $2,741,000,- 
000 of debt and still owed $700,000,- 
000 more than when it started to 
pay it off. 

PERPETUATE SYSTEM 

“Those who have contro! of that 
part of the debt structure certainly 
have people by the neck, and they 
want to perpetuate the system,” the) 
meeting was told.

Windsor, Ont. gotten used to liking, One who does 
not use salt for a time and thus be- 
j comes unaccustomed to it in almost 
every dish he eats, does not miss it, 
and in fact, objects strenuously if 
only a little bit is added to the food. 
lf salt is added in the quantity ac- 
| ceptable to most people, he will 
complain that it spoils the flavor. 

No necessity exists for the use 
of salt, as it is an inorganic sub- 
stance that is not used by the body 
and acts as an irritant to the muc- 
ous membranes, At no time does it 
become a real part of the cell struc- 
ture, but remains a waste product 

Cooks argue that the addition of 
| salt improves the flavor of cooked 
| foods. This is more or less true 
when foods, such as vegetables, are 
| improperly cooked in such a man- 
ner that their own natural mineral 
elements are cooked out of them, 
But if you will learn how to cook 
vegetables properly, using no extra 
water you will find that the natural 
| salts remain in sufficient quantity 
for the food to have a delicate taste 
that you have never known before. 

As for raw salads, they are so de- 

sirable in flavor just as they are 
| that I have never been able to un- 
| derstand why anyone wished to 
| spoil the. delicate taste with strong 
| seasonings, I would suggest that 
| you begin today to leave salt off 
| your salads and to serve your cook- 
|ed vegetables with very little or no 
| salt. They may then be seasoned at 
| the table by adding salted butter, 
This will cut down on the amount 
| of salt used. If you will stop and 
}count up how much salt you use in 
| a single day, when you add a tea- 
| spoonful here and several pinches 
i there, you will readily understand 
| that the amount in the food is really 
' very large 

Most people want salt on meat 
and this may he added, however, 
| the amount may be cut down in most 
|} cases, with only beneficial results, 
| The use of large quantities of salt 
creates an artificial thirst and you 
know that if you eat a salty meat 
for luncheon that you will be drink- 
ing water very frequently the rest 
of the afternoon, One who eats salty 
pretzels will find that he has a 
much greater thirst for beer than he’ 
would ordinarily have. 

Many people enjoy celery salt in- 
stead of the ordinary table salt and 
I see no objection to adding this 
tasty and wholesome product to 
foods, if desired. Celery salt is an

the fourth bad a "long bone" syphilitic infec- 
tion and was crippled; the fifth was an idiot 
the sixth was mentally defective; the seventh, 
18 months of age, was also infected.

Baptist Church 
Meeting Told 
Of Good-Will 


“The Compelling Character of 
Good Will”, was the subject of 
an address given by Dr, George 
E. Levy, Wolfville, N.S., editor of 
The Maritime Baptist, the only 
Baptist weekly newspaper in Can- 
ada, at the opening session of the 
Edmonton district-Peace River 
Association of the Baptist Church 
annual conference being held 
Monday and Tuesday in the First 
Baptist Church, 


“In a world torn with hatred, pre- 
judice and ill will, the high and 
noble quality of good will can exer- 
cisé a most compelling power. Good 
will alone shall help us to rise 
above racial prejudice, the tension 
between groups, and the bitter 
animosities between nations”, Dr. 
Levy stated, 


LACKS REALISM 

“In the past so much of our talk- 
ing about good will has been 
marked by a lack of realism: The 
good will of which we talked and 
tried to express was too often weak | 
and sentimental. It failed to have | 
an element of realism. We were | 


living in a world where the forces 
of destruction were slowly gather- 


to that place where they have been 
able to very nearly blot out all the | 
fruits of civilization, the speaker 
continued, 

“A bold and realistic sort ‘of 
good will must never fail to take 
into account such destructive 
forces and while it holds out the 
hand of friendship to others it 
must at the same time deal 
realistically with whatever threat- 
ens the peace and security of 
men everywhere, Dr, Levy de- 
clared, 

“The real foundation of good will 


| is to be found in the religion that 
here is a wealth of idealism ard| 
sentiment which helps to create in| 
the attitudes and thinking of men| 
and women everywhere those very 
qualities which constitute good 
will’, the speaker concluded. 


200 REGISTERED 

Registration of more than 200 took 
place Monday afternoon. A devo-| 

| tional period was led by the Wo-| 
men’s Association. A pastors’ and | 
laymen's conference took place 
during the afternoon. | 

Miss Clara Johnson, missionary 
on furlough from Bimlipatam, In- 
dia, and wearing a beautiful sari of | 
Kelly green silk embroidered in| 

gold thread, told of the work of the 
missionaries in India, 

“We hear the politicians say in 
India today that ‘all things west- 
ern should depart from India, in- 
cluding Christ’,” the speaker 
stated. The people of India con- 
nect Christ with the western 
world, It is not the first time in 
history that a country has want- 
ed Christ vanquished, the speaker 
said. Christ is a stumbling block 
in the Indian politicians’ am- 
bitions, Miss Jonson said. 

“After the war there will be many 
political changes, Miss Johnson 
stated and urged the people to be 
ready for these changes. In this sub- | 
continent, India, there are all kinds 


of people from the highly civilized 
to the most primitive. 


POLITICAL CHANGES 

Political changes will come 
through the Indian students, who! 
have left the faith of their fathers, 
Hinduism. While they have left! 
their old faith, which they have not} 
found suitable after their studies, | 
they have not embraced Christian- | 
ity but are non-religious, Miss John- | 
son stated. 

The true picture of Indie is 
found in the Indian villages, where | 
seven-eighths of the people of 
the country live and there the 
missionaries found the people are 
thinking of Christ. They think of 
Christ with the Hindu, deep-root- 
ed idea of reincarnation. “Christ 
is all right but he is only one of 
the many incarnates.” “The 
people must be shown that Christ 
is the One centre of th whole 
world,” Miss Johnson declared. 


The price of becoming a Christian 
in India is at a tremendous cost 
but there are those who are Chris: | 
tians and it is the hope of all mis- 
sionaries to bring all into the fold 
of Christianity, Miss Johnson said,

Missionaries are needed in India 
and trained Indian workers are 
needed, Miss Johnson concluded, 

The evening session included a 
song service and devotional period. 
Miss Johnson spoke again of India:; 
the Rev. L. Keith Daniel sang; the 
massed Baptist senior choirs sang 
an anthem and Dr. Levy gave an 
historical survey of Baptist work 
from east to west. }
